Press suit on tap? 


Idled unions shrug off 'ploy' 


V.iptoria Press is 
threatening legal action 
against its locked-out and 
striking employees to recover 
losses suffered as a result of 
an eight-week plant closure 
which has stopped 
publication of the Victoria 
Times and The Daily Colonist. 

But Union spokesmen said 
they are not worried by the 
threat, which they claim is a 
bargaining ploy to offset a 
union claim for severance 
pay. 

Victoria Press general 
manager J. C. Melville 
claimed the company has lost 
more than $1 million in ad¬ 
vertising and circulation 
revenue but said he could give 
no estimate of the loss in net 
profit. A good proportion of 
revenue, he conceded, would 
normally go to pay operating 
costs. 

Melville said Edwin 
Pearlman, lawyer for Victoria 
Press, thinks the Dec. 1 strike 
by members of the Printing 


Pressman’s Union was illegal, 
since strike notice was served 
before expiry of the union’s 
contract. 

In addition, Melville said, it 
is Pearlman's opinion that the 
four unions which sit with the 
pressmen on the Joint Council 
of Newspaper Unions, which 
represents all company 
employees, must share 
responsibility for the com¬ 
pany's loss since they “sup¬ 
ported, aided and abetted the 
illegality. ” 

Melville repeated previous 
statements that the company 
is only really interested io 
getting its two daily papers 
back in production. However, 
he added the issue of revenue 
losses is an important matter. 

He said a decision would be 
made “shortly" on whether to 
take legal action against the 
pressmen or the Joint Council. 


Bill McLeman, spokesman 
for the Joint Council, said the 
unions have received legal 
advice that all actions taken 
by the pressmen were legal, 
and they were entitled to walk 
off the job when their contract 
expired. 

In addition, he pointed out, 
most Victoria Press em¬ 
ployees wanted to remain on 
the job at Victoria Press and 
reported for work for several 
days after the company had 
locked its doors. 

McLeman saw the com¬ 
pany’s action as a bargaining 
tactic. 

“It’s probably a quid pro 
quo for the union’s action in 
starting grievance 
proceedings against the 
company for severance pay to 
members who have not been 


allowed to go to work since 
Dec. 1,” he said. 

The Newspaper Guild has 
asked for near $220,000 in pay 
for members who have been 
told they are not dismissed, 
locked out, or laid off, but who 
received no notice of the 
company’s decision to close 
down. 

McLeman said the company 
may have threatened legal 
action so that it can later 
agree to withdraw it at the 
bargaining table, and claim 
this is a concession to the 
unions. 

He pointed out that if, in 
fact, the company thought 
pressmen had acted illegally, 
it must have known this 
almost two months ago, but 
took no action. 

And, he added, the company 
did not give any notice at all of 
its decision to lock out em¬ 
ployees.

WEEKLY? 


The Victorian has an¬ 
nounced it will publish three 
times a week if publisher John 
Damgaard can get extra 
newsprint. 

Damgaard said he had no 
plans for daily publication, 
but thrice-weekly production 
would be easier for his staff 


than the bi-weekly paper now 
published. 

•The flow would come 
easier for three times a 
week," Damgaard said. 

If the paper increased its 
publication, he said, it would 
cover “more hard news rather 
than the features we do now.” 

But the newsprint shortage 


may scuttle the Victorian’s 
plans. 

•I just apparently haven’t 
found the key for that extra 
newsprint.” Damgaard said. 

The Victorian changed from 
a weekly publication to twice 
weekly shortly after the 
suspension of operations at 
Victoria Press. 


ESQUIMALT THEFTS 

Police smash 


young gang 



For five days this month a 
15-year-old Esquimau boy 
lived in an abandoned am¬ 
munition bunker near 
Macaulay Point, surrounded 
by loot he and three other stole 
from 27 houses. 

He slept on a sponge rubber 
mattress stolen from a trailer, 
covered by blankets stolen 
from one house, a sleeping 
bag taken from another and a 
pillow from elsewhere. He 
also stole food and drink to 
subsist on. 

When Esquimau police 
caught the gang of young 
thieves Thursday, they found 
property deeds, wills and 
other valuable papers scat¬ 
tered about the bunker, all 
taken from stolen strong 
boxes and tossed aside. 

Officers estimate more than 
$10,000 worth of goods — cash, 
a $3,000 stamp collection, a 
coin collection, watches, 
record players, tape recor¬ 
ders, even a motorcycle — 
were stolen in house break-ins 
which date back to October. 

Many stolen articles such as 
radios and recorders were 
smashed beyond repair and 
scattered about the bunker. 

The four, all 15 and all 
students at Highrock Junior 
Secondary School, are 
scheduled to appear in 
juvenile court this week. 

An intensive investigation 
by Sgt. Doug Sproxton and 
Constables Gordon Jenkins 
and Arnold Hamilton cracked 
the case. Police Chief Arthur 
Burton said it uncovered the 
following details- 

The four worked as a team, 
in groups of two or three and 
always on foot. There may be 
several more youths involved. 

“They looked for houses 
that were in darkness, then 
they would knock on the front 
door. If there was no answer, 
they would go around the back 
and break in,” said the chief. 

Only one of the 27 homes 
broken into had lights on. The 
thefts took place between 7 
p.m. and 11 p.m. 

The break-ins were erratic 
in timing and in widely 
separated parts of Esquimau, 
frustrating police in 
organizing patrols. 

“We’d increase our patrols 
in one area only to find the 
thieves had been operating in 
another part of town,” the 
chief said. 

Sproxton said the public can 
give invaluable aid to police if 
they will just report seeing 
anyone hanging around a 
neighborhood.

Directors of Greater Vic¬ 
toria Chamber of Commerce 
have sent out a triple 
whammy . . against 
Daylight Savings Time, 
bilingualism at the airport 
and the local press strike. 

At a weekend meeting, they 
protested that DST, which the 
B.C. government will bring in 
next month, will play havoc 
with the travel industry, 
morning motorists, con¬ 
struction workers and school 
children. 

Their main disagreement, 
however, was the “unilateral" 
way in which the government 
was planning to introduce 
DST. which would delay the 
sunrise by one hour. 

The directors also had 
unkind words for the federal 
government, which ap¬ 
parently informed a car rental 
agency at Victoria In¬ 
ternational Airport that it 
must put a bilingual person 
behind the booth. 

Rather than force small 
businesses to hire French- 
speaking people at airport 
operations, Ottawa should 
install one bilingual person at 
each airport, they said. 

Manager Brian Small noted 
that in the last Victoria 
census, only about 2,300 
people listed their mother 
tongue as French. 

Finally, chamber directors 
agreed to write to both sides in 


the two-month-old local press 
dispute, with copies sent to 
Labor Minister Bill King, 
urging a resolution of the 
strike. 

Director Bob Alexander 
said it wasn't right that “a

200 truckers 
free to strike 


Strike notice has been 
served on 12 of 96 trucking 
firms involved in contract 
negotiations with the 
Teamsters Union, and strike 
votes are being taken at the 
other companies. 

The notice was served 
Friday, leaving truckers — 
200 of them on Vancouver 
Island — free to strike 
Monday. 

The move came after 
members of Local 31 em¬ 
ployed at the 12 firms voted 79 
per cent in favor of strike 
action. The firms employ 
about 1,100 of the 4,300 
workers involved in the 


bargaining, and strike votes 
are being conducted at the 
other companies. 

Talks between the Team¬ 
sters and Transport Labor 
Relations, which represents 
all % companies, broke off 
recently after Teamster 
members rejected a proposed 
settlement and sent 
negotiators back for further 
bargaining. 

The truckers are asking for 
increases of $1 an hour ir. each 
year of a two-year contract, 
plus a cost of living escalator 
clause. They have been of¬ 
fered 50 cents an hour in each 
year.

Takeover of provincial courts 
running into unexpected snags 


The B.C. government’s well- 
intentioned decision to take 
over provincial courts April 1 
and fix the bureaucratic 
details later is running into an 
unexpected difficulty some 
of the details need 
straightening out now. 

The main one is the 
replacement of policemen as 
court officers by a greatly- 
expanded sheriff’s office, a 
problem that is turning out to 
be so complex the attorney- 
general’s department is 
already conceding a delay will 
be needed. 

Judges, policemen, court 
staffs, lawyers and others 
involved in the administration 
of justice support the 
government’s takeover goal of 
equal standards in lower 
courts throughout B.C. 

Many also agree the 
government may have been 
right to end municipal control 
of courts without wasting 
years in studies. But there is 
considerable head shaking 
over the fact the government 
hadn’t the faintest idea what it 
was getting into in some 
areas. 

Like court officers. Police 


departments were told by the 
government that the takeover 
would release officers 
working in court so that they 
could return to police duties. 
But the attorney-general’s 
department apparently 
intended that the actual 
officers would want to be 
sheriffs, and police 
departments could then take 
on new strength to replace 
them. 

Noway. Nobody even asked 
the officers — six in Victoria 
and 26 in Vancouver — and the 
six in Victoria are either 
anxious to get back to police 
work or leaning that way. 

One reason is that 
policemen like police work. 
Another is the proposed pay 
for sheriff’s officer’s, said to 
start at $614 a month and rise 
to $837 in seven years, while a 
senior Victoria constable 
receives $986 now. 

Government spokesmen 
have suggested policemen 
might take their municipal 
pensions and add the $614 to 
them for a decent wage. 

But there seems to be some 
question about pension 
portability. And what of the 


young court officer whose 
pension would be far short of 
the $372 difference between 
$614 and his present wage? 

A third reason is the 
government’s lack of 
knowledge about the duties of 
a court officer. Government 
statements seem to be based 
on county courts, where 
provincially-paid guards have 
a few cases each day 
compared to the hundreds in 
provincial court. 

On a busy day, this is what a 
provincial court officer might 
have to do between starting 
work at 8:30 a.m. and starting 
court at 10 a.m.: 

Check scores of charges, 
swear each is correct and sign 
them all; make sure all 
prisoners on the list haven’t 
been brought from Wilkinson 
jail; post court lists for the 
public and, if needed, help 
prosecutors, call doctors, find 
interpreters and cancel the 
appearance of witnesses. 

After that, the officer can 
worry about protection of the 
judge and the rest of the court, 
and about the mountain of 
paperwork in the remaining 80 
per cent of his day. 


Esquimau Constable 
Fraser Macdonald, president 
of B.C. Federation of Peace 
Officers, says he can’t 
understand how a pay cut 
from $986 to $614 a month is 
going to maintain the dignity, 
security and efficiency of 
provincial courts. 

If this is not “cheap labor,” 
says Macdonald, the salary 
won’t attract high-calibre 
young people to a sheriff’s 
career. Either way, police 
expertise will be lost. 

It will also be lost when 
sheriff’s officers escort 
prisoners, become jailers, 
staff juvenile centres and 
execute warrants and 
sum monsec. These jobs are 
done mainly by policemen 
now but are on the 
government’s future list. 

Court sources noted that 
direction of the sheriff’s office 
expansion is in the hands of 
Gerry Engel, a highly- 
respected retired RCMP 
superintendent. 

Macdonald said the key 
point is how far civilians will 
go in taking over police- 
duties, so this may he the time 


for government and 
federation to define just what 
police duties are. 

New sheriff’s officers will 
go through a training course, 
whether policemen or not. If it 
doesn't start in a week or two, 
and it won’t, police will have 
to stjck around to train their 
replacements and that could 
take some time. 

Another problem is 
commissionaires who, in 
Victoria, hand out tickets 


which result in fines and are 
paid by the city. Revenue 
from fines will go to the 
province after April 1 but will 
commissionaires or sheriffs 
do the ticketing? 

Municipalities, who are 
losing court staff costs to 
balance the loss of fines 
revenue, this week stepped up 
execution of warrants and 
summonses -in an apparent 
move to get as much revenue 
as possible before April l. 


Staff member is annoyed 
that Victoria city council 
yielded to public opinion and 
disallowed townhouse 
development in a single 
family area. He claims that 
since planners tell us that in 30 
years the population of the 
Capital Region will be 400,000, 
we must give up the “luxury” 
of single family areas to ac¬ 
commodate this great influx 
of people. 

On the other hand, Mr. 
Foster claims that once a city 
exceeds 200,000 population, 
costs of services start to soar 
and crime and other social 
problems accelerate. He feels 
we should have a chance to opt 
for fewer residents and a 
better quality of life. 

I must agree with Mr. 
Foster and hope more people 
adopt this view before it is too 
late. 

I’m beginning to have a 
recurring nightmare. I’m in 
an elevator on the top floor of 
a high building. On the wall of 
the elevator is a sign reading 
“Maximum Capacity 14 
Persons”. 

There are already 14 people 
in the elevator. Unfortunately 
10 more want to board. Ac¬ 
companying them is a town 
planner. He insists that since 
these people want to ride, we 
have no choice but to let them 
in. 

“But,” we plead, “the 
regulations state that only 14 
people can safely ride.'’ 

“That’s irrelevant,” says 
the planner. “These people 
want to enter. You have no 
alternative. I insist that you 
change the regulations and 
give them room ” 

Impressed by his expertise, 
we obediently crowd together 
and allow the other people to 
enter Packed together, we 
plunge to the basement. 

“Pity," says the planner as 
he peers down the shaft at the 
destruction below. “It was 
such a nice little elevator. Too 
had so many people wanted to 
ride.”

Fleet owners 
offered 
ICBC loans 


The Insurance Corporation 
of B.C. will offer 15-month, 
interest-free loans to owners 
of fleets of vehicles. 

The loans will range as high 
as 40 per cent of the fleets’ 
auto insurance premiums and 
will be forgiven unless the 
fleets have a bad accident 
record. 

The scheme, disclosed last 
weekend by an ICBC 
spokesman, will benefit the 
trucking industry, taxis, U- 
drive vehicles, and any 
companies which own five or 
more cars. 


It was made possible by an 
order-in-council extending the 
maximum rebate allowed 
fleet owners with low claims. 
“The maximum rebate — 
originally 20 per cent — was 
increased to 50 per cent for 
fleets of 90 or more vehicles 
and 40 per cent for fleets of 
five to 89 vehicles. 

Within three months of the 
end of each insurance year, 
fleet owners will be told 
whether they have to pay back 
all or part of their loans or 
whether they have a further 
rebate coming.

A technical wizard and problem-solver, he combines the 
roles of comforter, confidant, counsellor and priest for those 
who can't get enough help with their emotional troubles in an 
automated era.

Foulkes’ revolutionary brand of socialized medicine means 
health care for everybody rather than custom medicine for the 
lucky. 

It means a switch in emphasis from the doctor elite to the 
less high-grade and more everyday skills of medical 
administrators, social workers and the so-called paramedical 
professions. 

Government consultant Dr. Richard Foulkes is a “systems 
man” who makes no bones about bringing the doctors to heel. 

In fact a key element in the Foulkes system is a politically- 
appointed board that can out-police the once self-policing 
doctor’s organizations. 

The medical students of the Foulkes generation would 
receive government subsidy and be trained to become salaried 
members of a local health team, rather than independent 
contractors running their own well-oiled medical service 
station. 

As team members the new doctors would have to share the 
limelight with workers from other health care professions. 

One thing is certain: Doctors and their professional 
organizations are not going to take the Foulkes challenge lying 
down. 

Like stallions fighting for their harems, the fight with the 
bureaucrats and politicians will be long and bitter.

Since the NDP came into 
office two legislative sessions 
have been held a year and 
MLA sessional indemnities 
have been raised to $12,000, 
giving them an annual salary 
; of $24,000 

Several MLAs, mainly NDP 
backbenchers, have proposed 
they be paid the $24,000 on a 
salary basis. 

Hall said party represen¬ 
tatives ‘‘are a long way from 
agreement’’ but a salary 
arrangement would eliminate 
the need for two throne 
speeches a year. The house 
would then be adjourned 
rather than prorogued and 
MLAs could be called together

at any time throughout the 
year. 

Victoria MLA Newell 
Morrison, who represented 
the Socreds at the meeting, 
said he was not in favor of an 
annual salary. ‘‘Personally, I 
think we are overpaid at 
$24,000 a year,” he said.

Liberal leader David An¬ 
derson was not available for 
comment after the meeting. 

The all-party committee 
also discussed pension rules 
and regulations. 

Morrison said in an in¬ 
terview later that under the 
current rules, if Premier 
Barrett stays in office until 
1977, he will be entitled to a 
$39,000-a-year pension at age 
55. 

An internship program

Air Canada and CP Air have 
filed domestic fare increases 
averaging 10.5 per cent with 
the Canadian Transport 
Commission, to take effect 
Feb. 24 barring intervention 
by the commission. 

Pacific Western Airlines 
will also raise fares on all runs 
where it competes with the 
two big airlines to equal their 
new fares, said local PWA 
spokesman Mel Crothers. 

We’re looking at an effective 
date of March 1,” said 
Crothers. 

Air Canada's first class fare 
to Vancouver will go from $18 
to $22, and its weekend one¬ 
way economy fare to Van¬ 
couver will go from $9 to $11. 

An economy ticket from 
Victoria to Winnipeg will be 
increased $4, to $85, and an 
economy ticket to Montreal 
will be increased $11, to $144. 

Air Canada and CP blamed 
high fuel costs and mounting 
operating and ground costs for 
the fare hikes, which range 
from $2 to $18 on economy 
tickets depending on the 
length of the route. 

Another $2.80 could be 
added to every ticket if the 
federal government carries 
out its plan to levy a new 
airport charge on everyone 
boarding a plane in Canada. 


The charge, supposed to 
start Jan. 1. has been post¬ 
poned because of opposition 
from airlines and others, said 
Stan Mooney. Air Canada 
district manager in Victoria. 

"It would be terrible,” 
Mooney said of the airport 
charge. "It w ould just price us 
out of people’s reach.” 

The airlines will also reduce 
most discounts they give on 
fares, starting Feb. 24. 

Senior citizens’ discount will 
be 10 per cent instead of 20 per 
cent and standby youth fare 
discount will be 20 per cent 
instead of 40 per cent. 

Discount for a wife 
travelling with her husband 
will be 17 per cent instead of 5, 
and other dependents on the 
family plan will get a \7 per 
cent discount instead of 33.3 
per cent. 

Discount for children bet¬ 
ween two and 11 will be 
reduced from 50 per cent to 
33.3 per cent. 

Discounts of 30 per cent for 
off-peak travel remain un¬ 
changed. 

Crothers said PWA in¬ 
creases would not affect 
routes where it is the sole 
carrier, as fares on these 
routes were raised Dec. 1. 

Air Canada and CP have 
made no domestic fare in¬ 
creases since March 1971. 


Commercial boats crowd Fishermens Wharf 

Fish docks fire hazard 


ASSESSMENTS 

Huge appeals 
boost faced 


Gross overcrowding of 
commercial fishboats at 
Fishermen’s Wharf on Erie 
has created a potential 
floating fire bomb that has 
officials worried. 

Negotiations between the 
federal government and 
Standard Oil has failed to 
produce any immediate hope 
of easing the problem. 

“The facilities were never 
designed to accommodate the 
number of boats there now,” 
j,uid Deputy Fire Chief Carl 
Coates of Victoria. ‘‘Not only 
would it be difficult to ap¬ 
proach some boats should 
there be a fire, there would 
also be the problem of 
removing them and cutting 
them adrift.” 


Crowding compounds 
officials' worries 


Coates' added: ‘‘I un¬ 
derstand many of these boats 
are not from here and the 
people live elsewhere so the 
local economy doesn’t always 
benefit in each case.” 

The wharfinger at 
Fishermen's Wharf said 125 
commercial boats are tied up 
there, many of them rafted 
together, hull to hull. 

"Roughly about 80 per cent 
of the boats are from this 
area,” he said, “with the 


remainder from up-Island, 
Sooke, Sidney and a few from 
the mainland.” 

Dock facilities at All Bay in 
Tsehum Harbor are so 
crowded that the Sidney 

council made all pleasure 
boats move out Dec. 7, 
reserving the wharves for 
commercial fishboats from 
Oct. 15 to April 30. 

The federal department of 
public works hopes to extend 


the Erie Street facilities by 
more than 35 per cent but 
plans are stalled. 

The extension involves an 
agreement between the 
department and Standard Oil 
under which the oil company 
would relinquish some of its 
foreshore in return for such 
conditions as the demolition of 
the company’s wharf by the 
department, other access to 
the harbor being made 
available, and financial 
compensation 

Meanwhile, millions of 
dollars in floating real estate 
are in danger of being lost 
should a fire start in an 
inaccessible part of the fishing 
armada. 


A staggering 627 per cent 
rise in property assessment 
appeals has hit the Saanich 
assessor’s office.

F ormer Sooke teacher Tom 
Dykes has taken on a 
staggering task: he wants to 
save the Pacific Coast— "the 
most dvnamic and exciting 
area in Canada’’ — from 
future shock. 

To hear him tell it, the coast 
area from Vancouver to 
Skagway. as well as the 
jagged Island coastline, is 
suffering from the kind of 
helter-skelter development 
that will lead to,its ruin. 

Mining and logging in¬ 
terests are clashing with the 
fisheries; conservationists 
are wondering how to cope 
with the nightmare of Alaskan 
oil tankers; proponents of 
"no-growth” are at 
loggerheads with in¬ 
dustrialists big and small. 


Nobody is aware of the 
impact they are having on 
each other,” he says. "How 
many people in Gulf Oil, as 
just one example, have ever 
been up Coast? Are all 
decisions being made ex¬ 
clusively in the boardrooms?”

The B.C. Pollution Control 
Branch is studying ways of 
encouraging industries to 
convert their wastes into 
useful by-products, according 
to branch director William 
Venables. 

Venables, in an interview, 
said industries which 
discharge wastes into the air, 
water or land are "using a 
resource we call assimilated 
capacity . . . This is a 
resource like any other. 1 
think they should pay for it.” 

He proposes that industry 
pay rent for the privilege of 
discharging its wastes, and 
that the rent decrease as 
facilities are installed to 
convert waste into usable by¬ 
products. 

“This would benefit in¬ 
dustry in two ways,” Venables 
said. “They would enjoy lower 
rent as they reduce the en¬ 
vironmental impact of waste 
discharge and they would gain 
useful by-products for sale or 
re-use."

waste discharges, the ac¬ 
cumulation of a century of 
development in the province.” 

But since the NDP govern¬ 
ment took power in 1972, the 
branch has been rapidly 
gaining ground in its pollution 
control efforts. 

Venables said that under the 
Social Credit administration 
the branch was not allowed to 
enforce the Pollution Control 
Act, but the new government 
has given it a free hand.

Upstairs an electric chain saw snarls into a log, and 
downstairs a film animator hunches silently over his editing 
viewer. Outdoors a sculptor's carbide-tipped chisel chinks at a 
ton of granite. In a front room a piano student practises Bach. 

And just over the hill, a military officer perhaps wonders 
whether it might be safe to try another inspection of the Signal 
Hill Creative Centre. 

“I hope nobody thinks I do all my carving this way,” says 
Godfrey Stevens, of the chain saw. “This is just for roughing 
out.” Enthusiastic and likeable, Stevens fits the common image 
of bohemian artist. Ideas come from anywhere. Disaster with 
his sailing boat has been turned into a personal memoir in wood 
— a chunk of broken mast, a bit of boom including the yoke, 
bindings of brass and copper, the wood stained dark and garnish 
of old sword handle added. Very effective, about three feet high, 
and for sale. 

“I’m selling everything,” says the man whose most visible 
works are the two massive cedar columns in the Victoria Press 
building entrance. “Got to finish outfitting my boat for the South 
Seas.” The 36-foot catamaran has already swallowed most of 
the proceeds from Victoria Press. 

He’s just moved into the centre for a few months, to turn out 
as much work as he can. He talks of Tahiti, of sailing, pacing 
great whales; of ambition to carve a mighty column for Beacon 
Hill Park, to silver in the weather; of a dream of carving a new 
dugout “like Tillikum and a Polynesian proa” and sailing it 
around the world ; of painting in the Greek islands. 

He shows battered pictures of.his work and speaks his 
admiration for Kaj Nielsen, the Goldstream wood carver. - 

“I met him when I was 15. He looked at my hand and said, 
‘You’ve got a square palm — you’re a sculptor.’ I showed him a 
picture of my latest work and he said, ‘Aghh!!’ ” 

Curious as a six-year-old, Stevens loves coincidences, loves 
the primitive life, loves the sea, loves art, loves everything.

While he talks and the daylight fades, Bach tinkles faintly 
from below, another world, the world of Jane Hewes. Quiet 
attractive, pleasant and non-committal, she admits no heroic 
plans or high ambitions, no heavy dedication to art. 

“It’s great having someplace you can go and close the door 
on, that you can leave as well as come to. It’s quiet. There are no 
interruptions. The piano can be as loud as I want to play it.” 

Her lO-by-12 studio was once the parlor of a home in HMC 
Dockyard married quarters. A visitor can easily imagine it with 
an aspidistra in the corner, coal glowing in the fireplace, a lace 
doily on a round table. 

These white-painted walls are of brick that came around the 
Horn from England in 1904 They are still standing only because 
of a fluke. The navy sold them for demolition about seven years 
ago, but just as the contractor was about to start, he saV A 
Colonist feature story in which architects cited them as among 
Victoria’s most significant old structures. 

The contractor delayed, a whirlwind campaign started, and 
highest levels at Ottawa granted first a reprieve and then a full 
pardon. But the government needed a sound bureaucratic 
reason for keeping them; just preserving fine old buildings 
wasn’t enough. The Community Arts Council had the winner: 
Offer them as cheap, congeniahworking space for artists of all 
kinds. Later, the Creative Centres Organization was born, and 
now operates this centre and hopes to set up others. 

(The handof architect Peter Cotton, admirer and preserver 
of old buildings, can be detected at many points along this route, 
and he is still a member of the organization.)

Weeks of polishing one 
stone with another lie 
ahead for Jose Polutnik 


This presents some problems, beyond the obvious one of 
lifting. First, getting suitable stone. Unfortunately, lower 
Vancouver Island, richly endowed with granite, has nothing 
carvable. It’s crumbly. There’s some good stuff north of 
CampbdH *HlVer, but the nearest red granite is in Quebec 
Second is paying for material. Polutnik had planned a work In 
Quebec granite, but found that while the stone cost a mere $800,. 
bringing it here would run $2,000. 

He has a number of head-sized abstract carvings in 
beautiful creamy onyx that look fearfully costly. Nonsense. 
That onyx turns out to be about the cheapest stuff around. 

Granite means carbide-tipped tools. Smoothing it means a 
heavy power grinder. Polishing it — there’s the rub, for a month 
to six weeks on a major piece. Polutnik mourns the passing of 
the apprentice system. 

Seekers after his work can find several pieces at the Gorge 
Koad Hospital, thanks toan L.I.P. grant. Or they can hunt down 
the one somebody stole from . outside Signal Hill Centre. 
Somebody pretty strong. 

Jose Polutnik is inclined to be a solo artist, not in favor of 
creative people bouncing ideas off each other. The complaint 
has been heard at the centre that there is a lack of such 
interaction, that the studios are too snugly walled apart. 

"An artist works. He has no time,” Polutnik dismisses such 
thoughts "The people who complain about no interaction are 
the people who don’t do anything.” 


Nuts-and-bolts operation of the centre is in the hands of 
Mike Dawson, draftsman, photographer, and president of the 
organization. He’s the buffer between the generally free¬ 
wheeling tenants and the highly structured landlord, the 
Department of National Defence. There’s more than enough 
goodwill on both sides, he says, but some collisions do happen.

The* film is part live, part drawn — a dinner party with 
visions Fierce and frightening. There is no mixing of live 
figures w ith animated ones. The big thing about the* film is that 
the* animated parts are drawn as complete individual frames. 
No Disney shortcuts of animating figures against a single 
liackground. or the even shorter cut of animating only an arm or 
a face.

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Tennis thoughts turn 
to indoor facilities 


While winter winds blow 
and rain falls, thoughts of 
mcmy Victorians are turning 
to — tennis! 

TTiat’s right! Not the crazy 
outdoor kind pursued in all 
weather by a hardened few, 
but indoor tennis. 

By this time you may be 
asking if there are indoor- 
courts here. The answer is 
there are none, and many 
Victoria tennis buffs are 
starting to ask why. 

Tennis is booming and in¬ 
door tennis centres, both 
private clubs and 
municipally-run ventures, are 
mushrooming everywhere in 
North America.

The centre, staffed by a 
professional tennis player who 
gives lessons, was financed 
through United States federal, 
state and city funds. 
Bellevue’s share will be 
repaid through admission 
charges of $3.50 an hour for 
singles and $4.50 an hour for 
doubles. 

There are more than 20 
indoor courts in Vancouver 
and the surrounding area, 
including those in the popular 
Western Indoor Tennis Club 
south of the city. There are 
even a couple of indoor courts 
in Port Alberni. 

The $200,000 for Bellevue’s 
new centre included the cost 
of the eight new courts but it 
would be possible to erect the 
bubble top over existing city 
parks courts for play in winter 
months and costs could be 
defrayed by charging the 
public admission. 

Realizing the great need for 
indoor courts here, the 
Racquet Club of Victoria is 
currently investigating the 
possibility of putting a bubble 
over two of its courts. 

That’s fine, but that’s a 
private club and where does 
the public come in? What 
about the average public 
parks player who would like to 
keep up the sport in the winter 
too'' 

That question deeply con¬ 
cerns the recently-formed 
Vancouver Island Lawn 
Tennis Association, par¬ 
ticularly its president Greg 
Miller and vice-president 
Tony Simnett. 

•One of the main reasons 


for the formation of the Island 
body is to make civic 
authorities aware of the needs 
of tennis,” Simnett said this 
week. “We feel we can help 
civic leaders design facilities 
that will fill the needs of the 
community, not just for the 
competitive players but also 
for the every-day players. 

‘‘Tennis is the fastest- 
growing sport in the world 
today, and I don’t think 
municipal leaders have kept 
up with its growth,” Simnett 
charged. “Victoria is lagging 
woefully behind other cities of 
its size, particularly in regard 
to providing a tennis centre 
large enough to stage public 
tournaments and in regard to 
indoor courts,” he added. 

Simnett said the association 
hasn’t approached city of¬ 
ficials yet as it is only just 
getting ready for its first full 
season. “We have to show 
them we are doing something 
ourselves first; but when we 
have established what is 
needed and how much interest 
there is, then we will push for 
the right facilities.” 

Miller termed the Bellevue 
facility “a very real 
possibility and an absolute 
necessity” for the Victoria 
area. 

“We are not producing 
tennis players of any calibre; 
and we won’t either until we 
get facilities like this,” he 
said. 

Provincial or federal 
assistance toward financing 
for an indoor courts venture 
could be a little sticky as all 
such requests must go through 
the BCLTA but the Island 
body is free to negotiate with 
local municipal authorities. 

And Miller says they are 
ready to do so. 

“We are willing to meet 
with city officials and discuss 
this whenever they are 
ready,” he said. 

And, says Miller, the 
association has plenty of 
evidence of interest in tennis. 

“We are having a 
tremendous response to our 
new association,” he said 
enthusiastically. “We now 
have sponsors for our hand¬ 
book which will go free to 
some 1,200 members of 12 
affiliated clubs on the Island; 
we have formed leagues, a 
round-robin type affair for the 
area north of Nanaimo and a 
regular league in the south of 
the Island; and we are in¬ 
troducing three new tour¬ 
naments this season.” 

The new events are the First 
Chance tourney in Courtenay 
in April, the I^ast Chance in 
Victoria in September and the 
return of the junior sectional 
event. 

“I can tell you, an exciting 
tennis season is on the way,” 
said Miller.

Canadian girls reap 
gold-medal harvest 


CHRISTCHURCH, N.Z. - 
Start ogling Canada’s girls in 
the Commonwealth Games. 

They’re looking good. 

They also have accounted 
for six of the first eight gold 
medals collected by Canada. 

More important, and 
ignoring sex bias, the 
Canadians appear to be on 
their way to establish a new 
level of respect in in¬ 
ternational competition. 

The eight medals compiled 
after Sunday’s competition 
gave Canada the lead in that 
department. Australia stood 
second with seven while 
England, New Zealand and 
Kenya all have won three. 

The girl getting the most 
looks Sunday was Janie Haist. 
The 24-year-old phys-ed 
student from Thornill, Ont., 
became the first Canadian 
ever to win two gold medals in 
track and field competition at 
a Commonwealth Games. 

Janie recorded the un¬ 
precedented double Sunday by 
putting the shot 52 feet, 10*6 
inches. Saturday she won the 
discus gold while teammate 
Carol Martin, also of Thornhill 
and the bronze medalist in the 
1970 games at Scotland, 
settled for the bronze. 

Canada enjoyed a five-gold- 
medal day Saturday. In ad¬ 
dition to Miss Haist, who won 
the discus event easily with a 
record throw of 55.52 metres 
(182 feet, 2*4 inches), Leslie 
Cliff of Vancouver, the girls’ 
4x100 freestyle relay team, 
sprinter Yvonne Saunders and 
skeet-shooter Harry Wilsie of 
Montreal also reaped gold for 
Canada. 

Diver Cindy Shatto, 
daughter of former 
professional football star Dick 
Shatto, led Canada to an 
unprecedented 1-2-3 sweep in 
springboard diving and the 
men’s 4x100 freestyle relay 
team recorded an over¬ 
powering performance to win 
other gold medals earlier. 

Miss Shatto, favored Bev 
Boys and Terri York gave 


Canada a gaudy first in in¬ 
ternational diving. Two 
medals were considered 
possible, but Miss York made 
it a sweep when the per¬ 
sonable 18-vear-old from 
Vancouver executed a sen¬ 
sational last dive to jump 
from fifth place to third and 
the bronze medal. 

Also inspiring was the 
men’s relay victory in the 
pool. Vancouver’s Bruce 
Robertson, Ian MacKenzie 
and Gary MacDonald of 
Mission and Winnipeg’s Brian 
Phillips broke Australia’s 


games record by 1.9 seconds. 

Paced by Robertson’s 
whirlwind first leg of 53.9 
seconds, the Canadians were 
timed at 3 minutes, 33.79 
seconds. 

Miss Cliff added to her 
growing list of international 
victories with her victory in 
the 200-metre individual 
medley. Becky Smith, a 16- 
year-old from Edmonton, 
gave the Vancouver 18-year- 
old her biggest challenge by 
taking the silver. 

Next door, in the track 
stadium, Miss Saunders, the 


expatriate from Jamaica who 
now lives in Guelph, won 
Canada’s first gold in track 
and field by staving off a late 
challenge by England’s 
Vornnn Bernard 

Wilsie, the 55-year-old 
captain of the Canadian 
shooting team, broke 194 out 
of a possible 200 to take the 
skeet title by a three-shot 
margin over Joe Neville of 
England. 

In addition to the eight gold 
medals, Canada also won five 
silvers and three bronze after 
Sunday’s events. 


The push is on 


CHRISTCHURCH, N.Z. - 
It’s difficult to stage an in¬ 
ternational athletic meet 
without some controversy. Or 
so it seems. 

The big storm in the 
Commonwealth Games struck 
the track at the weekend after 
runners from Kenya became 
involved in controversial 
jostling incidents for a second 
straight day. 

The Kenyans picked up 
three gold medals Saturday, 
but the effort was marred by a 
pushing-and-shoving battle in 
the 3,000-metre steeplechase 
between Evans Mogaka of 
Kenya and Welshman John 
Davies. 

The jostling occurred on the 
final lap when Davies and 
Mogaka both went down 
heavily as they chased gold 
medal-winner Ben Jipcho of 
Kenya. Jipcho was left 
leading by 25 yards and 
merely had to keep striding to 
win. 

Davies got up quickly and 
crossed the finish line second 
but was promptly 
disqualified. Two hours later, 
after studying films of the 
race, an appeal jury over¬ 
ruled the judges and gave the 


Welshman the silver medal. 
Mogaka got the bronze. 

The dispute came on the 
heels of a Friday incident in 
which David Bedford of 
England, the world record 
holder, was involved in a 
shoving match with three 
Kenyans who dogged him for 
most of the 10,000-metre race. 
New Zealand’s Dick Tayler 
eventually won. 

Charles Asati and Fatwell 
Kimaigo also won gold medals 
for Kenya on Saturday. Asati 
needed a tremendous closing 
kick to win the 400 metres over 
two other Africans. Kamaigo 


won the 110-metre high hur¬ 
dles. 

Don Quarrie of Jamaica, 
who joined his team only one 
day before the games opened, 
retained his 100-metre title. 

Raelene Boyle of Australia 
won the women’s 100 metres 
in 11.3 seconds. 

In the games’ pool, the 
surprise has been the failure 
of Australia to display its 
usual swimming authority. 

Australia’s only gold medal- 
winner in swimming was 
Steve Badger, who won the 200 
freestyle from Vancouver’s 
Bruce Robertson.

There's a story 
in every car 


They just don’t make ’em the way they made a certain 1939 
Nash Lafayette. 

A 1965 Chev almost demolished its front end when it collided 
with the steel girder the Nash company called a bumpei 

I swapped a 1961 NSU Prinz for the Nash which had square 
headlights, running hoards, suicide doors and was in almost- 
mint condition. 

The straight-six flathead engine consumed a gallon of oil a 
week but it was perfectly reliable. Starting was by means of 
silver paper jammed between the ignition switch terminals and 
a button under the clutch pedal. 

It served as transportation when I formed a partnership to 
start a window cleaning firm in Vancouver. Equipment included 
a ladder borrowed from my landlord, two plastic buckets, 
leathers and squeegees 

As a gimmick, my partner, an amateur actor, visited a 
theatrical costumer and donned a white rabbit outfit, complete 
with white parachutist’s suit, socks and runners, two left- 
handed white gloves and a huge papier mache head with blue 
eyes, massive lashes and pink ears three feet tall. 

Partner was six feet three and the costume transformed 
him into a freakish giant 

It was impossible for him to sit in the car as we drove 
around looking for business in the posher districts of Vancouver, 
so he stood on the running board. 

There was a six-inch gap between Partner’s eyes and the 
rabbit head which contained dime-sized eyeholes, so vision was 
severely restricted. 

Another problem was discovered when an unperturbed 
resident had difficulty hearing as Partner screamed the sales 
pitch through the eyeholes. 

A line of women at a bus stop clung to each other as the 
White Rabbit stumbled across a flower bed to reach the rear 
door of the next house. 

The housewife came out the front door and walked around 
the side. Partner, meanwhile, had realized his mistake and they 
reached the corner together. 

She made the motion of leaping back — but didn’t move as 
the White Rabbit was standing on her left foot, with his pitch 
reverberating behind a crazy foot-wide painted smile. 

Moving to another district, a woman driver was so startled 
by the sight of a White Rabbit clinging to the side of a vintage 
Nash she forgot to stop. 

I jammed on the brakes and watched as the ladder shot 
from the roof rack and flew across the hood of the other car, and 
the other car, and Partner rolled in the road. 

Climbing down a steep rocky path, the White Rabbit was 
attacked by three dogs and fell against a set of garbage cans as 
one of the pack savaged his tail, the only real bit of rabbit on the 
suit. 

Our first success was with a woman who wanted to cheer up 
three children laid low with measles. She insisted Partner clean 
the windows wearing the complete rabbit costume. It was 80 
degrees and the suit was fur lined. Partner called it sweated 
labor. t 

The crazy episode came to an end when Partner bec'ame too 
afraid of approaching another house in case he was attacked by 
dogs.

Reeves thinks he can do a 
better job, with the help of 
instructors from Victoria’s six 
commercial driving schools. 

On Feb. 19 he will 
inaugurate a new driver 
training course in the city, 
consisting of 25 hours of 
classroom work and eight 
hours in-car experience with 
an instructor. 

The course is expected to 
cost about $95, but anyone 
completing all 33 hours will be 
eligible for a $50 rebate from 
the Insurance Corporation of 
B.C. under a new incentive 
program.

Judge Robichaud found this 
to be against public interest. 

The decision was based on 
lour charges laid under 
federal combines laws in 
December. 1971, two citing 
offences between 1948 and 1960 
and the other two citing 
offences between 1960 and 
1971

'Alj facts are there* 

Sellout: focus on energy 


By Express Book Editor 

If all the energy expended 
over the past few months in 
articles, tracts and books 
concerning the energy crisis 
could have been channeled 
into constructive use, enough 
heat could have been 
generated to wipe out any 
problems. 

Many of these fulminations 
have ranged from the doc¬ 
trinaire to the diuretic; 


failing in that they were 
cranked out either with too 
much speed or by someone 
who doesn’t know even the 
basic techniques of stringing a 
bunch of random words and 
facts into a readable thesis. 

One can hurl none of these 
accusations at Phil Sykes, one 
of Canada’s most-respected 
and toughest journalists and 
his book Sellout, published by 
llurtig at $2.95 which is one of 
the brightest, tightest and 
most-scathing denunciations 
of the great Canadian 
resources giveaway yet. 

Of course, one should expect 
nothing less than the best 
from Sykes, who in a quarter 
of a century has been one of 
the many to be editor of 
Maclean's magazine and one 
of the few to be managing 
editor of the Toronto Daily 
Star. 

At present he is editor of the 
breezy tabloid Sunday Sun in 
Toronto. 

Despite the meticulous 
research, his book is readable 
in a way that no academic can 
match. In a way, it’s too 


readable — to glib, too facile 
— the production of a rewrite 
man shaping a long think 
piece for a metropolitan daily 
newspaper with a fast nod to 
his sources and a sharp eye 
for the angles and the human 
interest. 

But all the facts are there. 

And the appetizing way in 
which they are presented 
makes them far more easily 
consumed than if they were all 
shoved together in a dry 
stodge. 

As the year progresses, we 
are going to be bombarded 
more and more with the 
problem of natural resources 
and the correct way of dealing 
with them so they are 
equitably shared. This little 
book can give us more than 
enough ammunition to sen¬ 
sibly hold up our part in any 
conversations on llie matter.

the French were acting im¬ 
properly as well as illegally. 

The 1973 voyage was less 
eventful than the previous trip 
— until the French decided to 
end it. 

On Aug. 15 French sailors 
came alongside Greenpeace 
III, boarded it then assaulted 
McTaggart and his navigator, 
Nigel Ingram. McTaggart’s 
right eye was seriously in¬ 
jured in the attack. 


Outrage! The ordeal of 
Greenpeace III. published by 
Douglas at $6.95, sounds like 
the title of a piece of 
propaganda. 

However, it isn’t. 

It is the title of an exciting 
adventure story by Green¬ 
peace III skipper David 
McTaggart, who sailed in 1972 
and 1973 from New Zealand to 
Mururoa in a vain bid to stop 
the French from setting off 
nuclear weapons. 

The 1972 trip ended when a 
French minesweeper rammed 
and disabled Greenpeace III. 

McTaggart decided to 
return the following year 
because, he says, the French 
issued false reports about the 
collision. 

The French said McTaggart 
caused it by his bad 
seamanship. McTaggart says 


The simple, straight for¬ 
ward style in which Mc¬ 
Taggart describes the assault, 
as well as all other incidents 
on the trip, quickly convinces 
the reader that McTaggart is 
telling the truth and not just 
“his side of the story.” 

He devotes little space to 
discussing the purpose of the 
trip. He does not debate the 
pros and cons of nuclear 
weapons and is content to call 


them “insane” then getting on 
with his story. 

One observation can be 
drawn from the few political 
comments he makes: Mc¬ 
Taggart is as naive as he is 
sincere. 

One cannot help but thing 
after reading Outrage that 
David McTaggart’s book is 
more successful than his 
protests.

More policemen doing more 
in the community and having 
more to say on how they do it 

— those are among the ob¬ 
jectives of Arthur Burton, 52, 
who became Esquimau police 
chief Jan. 1 to cap a 26-year 
career in the department. 

Burton said the goals have 
already been discussed with 
Mayor Art Young and the 
police commission and he will 
meet shortly with the 
municipal fire committee. He 
stressed some objectives were 
long-range and no final 
decisions were made. 

The talks have included 
such topics as a new building 
for Esquimau’s police-fire 
force, more personnel, a more 
intensive and wide-ranging 
training program and a re¬ 
assessment of vehicular 
equipment with an emphasis 
on mobility. 

Burton said he hoped 
preliminary studies would 
start this year on a new 
building. On personnel, he 
said there might be an in¬ 
crease of more than 10 per 
cent in the authorized per¬ 
sonnel of 26 police-firemen 
and four dispatchers. 

“I’m in favor of all non-line 
functions of police being in the 
hands of civilians," he said. 
“It’s the police function to 
investigate, to mix with the 
public... not file paper but go 
out to the scene of action. 

“There should be more 
stress on community relations 

- having officers out in the 
public eye. They’ll spend 
more time in areas of 
congregation, in troubled 
areas, in school zones talking 
to children." 

Burton’s proposals include 
possible formation of a ser¬ 
vices division to do the 
paperwork inside, while more 
policemen go outside, along 
with a modernized com¬ 
munications network.

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% Pastoral life open 
for addict therapy 


DUNCAN — A proposed 
rehabilitation centre for ex¬ 
drug addicts at the 
Drinkwaler Road farm of Mr. 
and Mrs. Graham Harper 
appears an evil spectre to 
some area residents but 
others consider it to be a God- 
given solution to the drug 
menance. 

The Harpers strongly 
believe that a cure for drug 
addiction is only possible 
through the teaching of Christ 
and the wisdom of the 
Scripture. 

And the 100-acre Harper 
farm, with a stately large 
building and two other houses 
on Feb. 1 will become the 
central point of Life Line 
Mission, which begun as the 
Upper Room Coffee House on 
Johnson Street, in Victoria, 
six years ago. 

Last year the “Upper Room 
Society ” established Life Line 
House on Blanshard Street, 
Victoria. It is a Christ-centred 
home for addicts who want to 
stop “shooting dope ” 

The Harpers’ involvement 
began last fall when he read 


an article about it in a Victoria 
newspaper. He and his wife, 
Shirley, convinced that the 
Christian way is the most 
successful route to escape 
drug addiction, decided to 
make their farm, living 
facilities and time available. 

Now they look forward to 
their first visitors who will 
arrive at the farm after 
having spent one month at 
Life Line House and 10 days of 
basic Bible instruction at 
Pachena Bay. 

At the farm they will work 
on such programs as pottery, 
dairy farming, general 
farming and Bible 
instructions. The young 
people will stay in the two 
smaller houses with “home 
parents,” but will dine at the 
large house which also will 
serve as gathering place. 

After a year on the farm the 
ex-addicts will move to 
families and become involved 
in various types of job 
training. The entire program, 
highly successful in a similar 
venture at Richland, Wash., 


according to Harper, is non- 
denominational, but basically 
Christian. 

Aware of growing 
opposition to their farm being 
used as a rehabilitation 
centre, the Harpers called a 
public meeting and 80 people 
turned out recently to “a 
stormy three and a half hour 
session.” 

“Some people were quite 
rude and I could have been 
offended, but I was not. It was 
to be an information meeting 
because there had been a lot of 
misinformation circulated 
and some people fear the 
unknown,” Harper said. 

One of the opponents, Mrs. 
Fred Wilson, said after the 
meeting that neighbors feel 
the proposed rehabilitation 
centre is in the wrong area. 
She said it would be 
detrimental to the 
rehabilitation if the ex-drug 
addicts feel rejected by the 
community. 

Another neighbor, Mrs. 
Alan MacFarlane, came out in 
favor of the scheme because

The birth of a new play is 
always an exciting event, and 
for author, cast and director it 
is apt to bring tension beyond 
that of the ordinary opening 
night.

that gold would speedily be 
spent.

Peter Mannering directed 
the play, on the writing and 
preparation of which he spent 
some months with the Van¬ 
couver author.

Henrik Ibsen's Ghosts, a 
tragedy of appalling, all- 
encompassing proportions, 
presented a unique challenge 
to Victoria Theatre Guild and. 
director Michael Meiklejohn. 

Their production of Ghosts 
opened Friday at Langham 
Court where it continues 
through to Saturday. 

Ibsen’s concern with the 
status of women in a rigidly 
double standard society, his 
contempt for hypocrisy and 
his shocking (at the time) 
frankness about sexual 

depravity and veneral disease 
may seem lurid and slightly 
comic today. 

The need to control this 
impact, as well as the com¬ 
plexity of Ibsen’s characters 
and multi-layered con¬ 
struction, poses major 

problems for director and 
cast. 

Meiklejohn and the Guild 
actors have done a fair job. 
Particular credit goes to 

Anthony Jenkins’ portrayal of 
pompous, shallow Pastor 

Manders. The detail of this 
role, its exhalation of prim¬ 
ness and self-righteousness, is 
extremely well done, one of 


the best of this busy actor's 
creations. 

Barbara Meiklejohn has 
fine moments as the haunted 
Mrs. Alving but in the 
climactic scenes with her son 
Oswald, one tends to become 
conscious of an actress por¬ 
traying anguish, the emotion 
seems external. 

John Heath’s controlled yet 
passionate and despairing 
performance as the doomed 
Oswald, on the other hand, is 
intense and real without any 
sense of artificiality. 

The remaining two mem¬ 
bers of the cast are less 
successful. Jim Leard, a 
capable young actor playing 
middle aged J acob 
Engstrand, has yet to develop 
the inner force that could give 
Engstrand the substance, the 
sense of hovering evil that 
should make his presence on 
stage a shiver of revulsion. 

Regina, his daughter, is the 
pivotal character in the 
tragedy, and therefore it is 
essential to have the right 
actress in this role. 

When Oswald, reaching for 
a world that is slipping away, 
cries out that Regina is “filled 
with the joy of life” it is a 
quality not apparent to us.

Burning of prisoner 
denied by director 


The director of Vancouver 
Island Regional Correctional 
Centre has denied that an 
inmate was set on fire, as his 
lawyer claimed in court. 

S. A. L. Hamblin said in an 
interview that at no time while 
John Franklin Smith was in 
the Wilkinson Rd. prison had 
he been “assaulted or any 
attempt made to harm his 
person.” 

When Smith appeared in 
B.C. Supreme Court last week 
to be sentenced for raping a 
23-year-old Victoria woman in 
The Bay’s parking lot last 
August, his lawyer, Dermod 
Owen-Flood, said an inmate in 
the centre beat up Smith and 
“set him on fire while asleep.” 

Owen-Flood told Mr. Justice 
A. A. Mackoff that Smith 
wanted a two-year sentence so 
he would be sent to federal 
penitentiary and not kept in 
the correctional centre. He 
received two years plus 18 
month’s probation. 

Hamblin said three or four 
inmates attacked Smith Oct. 
12, 1973, when he was being 
taken from the centre to court. 

Asked whether it was 
possible he would not know 
about Smith being set on fire. 


because Smith might have 
feared more attacks if he 
reported the incident, 
Hamblin said he would have 


been “immediately aware of 
it” because Smith was in the 
well-supervised protective 
custody area.
